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SILVER AND GOLD 
DEBATE KEEPS UP 


SECOND DAY S SESSION OF THE 
CONTROVERSY. 


The Act of 1873, Demonetizing Silver, 
the Principal Subject of Discussion 
—The Attendance and Interest In­ 
creases as the Debate Goes on— 
Points Thus Far Discussed. 


Chicago, July IS.—Silver and gold 
again measured swords at the Illinois 
Club yesterday, and the contest for su­ 
premacy in the discussion was a heated 
one. The num ber of people present was 
increased over Tuesday’s 
attendance. 
The debate was spirited and interest­ 
ing and the cross-fire of the two prin­ 
cipals 
was a strong feature, 
th at 
brought out many points th at were 
hidden beneath the surface. 
In the course of his rem arks yester­ 
day Mr. H orr attacked Mr. H arvey’s 
position on the law of 1873, and also 
Indirectly accused him of m isrepresenta­ 
tion in regard to the legal tender laws 
and quotations made in Coin’s book. 
Mr. H arvey refuted the charges, and 
said th at a man is not guilty of mis­ 
representation every time he is charged. 
In his defense of the law previous to 
1873 and his attack of the demonetiza­ 
tion act of th at year, in reply to Mr. 
H orr’s charges th a t there were no 
good grounds for the statem ent th at 
England conceived and concocted the 
scheme, Mr. H arvey said that reasoning 
by induction will invariably locate a 
crim inal better than uncertain evidence 
and that he assumed th at the people 
m ostly benefited by 
the passage of 
th e act of 1873, especially after a confer­ 
ence of the nature of the one held in 
P aris in 1867, would be the ones to whom 
the scheme could be safely traced, and 
th a t this people were the money-lenders 
of England. 
Among the prominent people present 
were Gen. A. J. W arner, who accepted 
a seat on the platform. Mr. W arner is 
president of the Bimetallic League.

a well-known 
jurist of Colorado; Anton Wolcott, of 
Nashville, Tenn., and Senator P etti­ 
grew,, of 
South Dakota, 
were also 
present.

Mr. H orr commenced his argum ent by 
the claim in the fourteenth and fifteenth 
centuries, before the discovery of the 
immense silver mines of America, the 
lot of the laboring population of E u­ 
rope was never better. Mr. Harvey had 
disputed this in his book, and Mr. H orr 
said: “Mr. H arvey and his free-silver 
friends identify prosperity and the prog­ 
ress of man with the lot of the feudal 
nobility of Europe and not with th at 
of the toilers. L ater I shall show that 
in his treatm ent of the present, as of 
the past, Mr. H arvey stands as the ex­ 
ponent of the rich and not of the toil­ 
ers, whose welfare should first be con­ 
sidered by the legislation of a state.’’ 
Mr. Harvey, in his defense, quoted 
from historians to prove his position, 
and made this point: “Gold and silver 
have been honest money for centuries, 
and under free coinage and equal treat­ 
m ent they have been practically at par 
w ith the legal ratio fixed for their coin­ 
age. 
Under these laws both were 
money in their own right, each having 
equal purchasing power and both adapt­ 
ed to use as money. Population and 
the demand on the money m arket are 
growing every year, and there was no 
good reason for debasing one of these 
metals, discrim inating against it and 
destroying the demand for it th at gave 
to it its value in the m arkets.’’ 
A fter some discussion as to the real 
unit of value, Mr. H arvey went on to 
describe the demonetization act of 1873. 
He said: 
“To understand how silver could be 
demonetized in this republic the reader 
should understand th at we then had 
paper money, and no silver or gold was 
in circulation, except in California. The 
same situation existed in England, fol­ 
lowing the French w ars in 1816, when 
siver was dropped from the mints 
there. 
“The conspiracy to demonetize silver 
w as regarded by those engaged in it as 
a business transaction, just as those 
who visit W ashington and other capi­ 
tals to accomplish by legislation a 
sugar trust or a trust on school books, 
or anything else. 
“The conspiracy originated in Lon­ 
don. 
European financiers had discov­ 
ered that the demonetization of silver 
by England had no effect on the com­ 
mercial parity of the metals at the 
rtio fixed by France. It was therefore 
current that in order to break the com­ 
m ercial parity and substantially de­ 
preciate silver all of the great govern­ 
m ents would have to be included in the 
needed legislation. The subject was 
discussed among these financiers in­ 
form ally in London and Paris and very 
few were included among those who un­ 
derstood its ultim ate effect. A good 
deal of diplomacy, concealment and mis­ 
representation were practiced in secur­ 
ing the co-operation of politicians in 
Germany, 
France 
and 
the 
United 
States. The subject was discussed with­ 
out disclosing the ultim ate aim of those 
who directed the conference. 
“FollowinV his trip to London and 
Paris Mr. Sherman introduced a bill in 
1868 that was on its face intended to es­ 
tablish the gold standard. Senator Mor­ 
gan, of New* York, jumped on it in the 
finance committee with all fours. And 
Sherman saw that Morgan understood 
genuine bimetallism and this bill died 
that day and was never heard of again. 
Senator M organ’s term of office expired 
in 1869 and at the very next session an­ 
other bill made its appearance. Those 
who took an open and avowed interest 
in the new measure were Mr. Linder- 
man, director of the mint; Mr. Knox, 
the comptroller of the treasury, who 
a t the end ofhis term of office became 
president of a national bank in New 
York; John Sherman in the senate and 
Representatives Hooper, of M assachu­ 
setts, and Stoughton, of Michigan, in the 
house. 
“The bill this time went to a commit­ 
tee lr. which the second attem pt to leave 


out the silver dollar was * again 'dis­ 
covered, and it was inserted 
at the 
ratio of 15Ms to I, which was the French f 
ratio. 
This provided Tor a dollar of 
384 grains. This was the equivalent of 
the French 5-franc piece. 
“To knock this dollar out surreptit­ 
iously at the last moment then became 
the plan of the conspirators. The only 
question they would have to fight wrould 
be the change of the unit of value from 
silver to gold, and on this they could 
depend by representing that gold was 
virtually then the standard by common 
consent of nations; th at it had been 
rendered so by the large production of 
gold, and by other specific argum ents 
supported by special influences. Thus it 
became a bill, innocent on its face as ta 
demonetizing 
silver. 
Demonetization 
consists principally in closing the mints 
to a specified metal, thus cutting off the 
coinage demand for it and leaving it 
only a commercial value.’’ 
Mr. H orr in his reply pointed out w hat 
he called inaccuracies in Mr. H arvey’s 
“Financial School” and in his state­ 
ments in the debate. He went on: “This 
Is w hat I w ant to call your attention to: 
About $100,000,000 of foreign silver had 
found its way into the country prior to 
I860. It was principally Spanish, Mexi­ 
can and Canadian coin. It had all been 
made legal tender in the United States 
by the act of Congress. 
We needed 
more silver than we had and Congress 
passed laws making all foreign coins 
legal tender in this country. I will read 
you one of those laws—they are scat­ 
tered all through the statutes prior to 
1873.’ 
“Here he took up a copy of the laws 
of the United States relating to loans 
and the currency coinage and banking 
published a t W ashington. 
He said a 
copy could be obtained by any one on 
w riting to the treasury departm ent. He 
then read from page 240 as follows: ‘And 
be It further enacted th at from and aft­ 
er the passage of this act the following 
foreign silver coins shall pass current 
as money within the United States, and 
to receivable by tale for the paym ent of 
all debts and demands, at the rates fol­ 
lowing, th at is to say: The Spanish pil­ 
lar dollars and the dollars of Mexico, 
Peru and Bolivia,’ etc. 
“The very first law th at passed on the 
subject after the law of 1792 was passed 
on February 9, 1893, an act regulating 
foreign coins, making them legal tender 
and establishing their value. The lan­ 
guage makes all foreign coins named in 
th at act legal tender. If they come up 
to a certain standard—that is, if they 
have so much fine gold and so much fine 
silver in them, and if they are worth so 
much, then, and not otherwise.” 
Of the reason for the suspension of 
silver coinage by President Jefferson 
Mr. H orr quoted 
from official docu­ 
ments. He said: 
“The director of the mint says, page 
88,‘ No issue of silver dollars was made 
from the mint from 1805 to 1836, the coin­ 
age having been suspended by the di­ 
rection of President Jefferson, owing to 
the fact th at their bullion value being 
greater than their face value they were 
purchased for export.’ 
The order of 
suspension is contained in a letter un­ 
der date of May I. 1806, addressed to the 
director of the mint at Philadelphia by 
Jam es Madison, secretary of state.” 
Mr. Harvey, in his reply, sad: “Jef­ 
ferson ordered the coins 
made 
into 
small coins to better serve the people, 
and on account of the scarcity of sil­ 
ver—both silver and gold were scarce 
then—there was abundant silver in the 
■world as compared with gold, 30 to I, 
but It was not in the United States. 
Here in the United States silver was 
scarce. Jefferson was a patriot and a 
statesm an. 
He understood these little 
w ants of the people as they are not un­ 
derstood now.”

Jacksonville, III., July 18.—F or about 
one hour yesterday this locality ex­ 
perienced one of the heaviest downpours 
of rain ever known.

Indianapolis, Ind., July 18.—A severe 
wind and rfttn storm prevailed through­ 
out the state at an early hour yesterday, 
the wind blowing at the rate of thirty 
miles an hour and unroofing houses, 
tearing off branches of shade trees and 
proving very destructive to the growing 
corn. A Big Four train was caught in 
the storm just northeast of this city, 
and a tree was blown upon it, break­ 
ing out all the windows on one side of 
a coach and giving the passengers a 
terrible scare. No one in the car was 
hurt, though the roof was crushed in 
by the force of the falling tree. 
The storm seems to have been gen­ 
eral throughout the central part of the 
state, and in some localities was a t­ 
tended by sharp electrical displays. In 
m any counties the heavy rain will save 
the corn crop.

The freight train followed the two 
fast passenger trains and came through 
here at 10:55. There were twenty-four 
cars on the train loaded with stone, 
lum ber and bridge timber. When fifty 
feet from the south side of Dry Gulch 
the timbering gave way and the train 
shot through the opening into the gulch 
fifty feet below. There were cries from 
the train, terror-stricken men shouted, 
bridge timbers gave way and the men 
a t work under the north end began to 
reel and fall. The noise of the grinding 
timbers was heard and all the cars were 
thrown Into a tangled mass at the bot­ 
tom of the gulch. 
Mrs. Albert Cooper, wife of the engi­ 
neer of the bridge, was sitting on a stool 
on a ledge of rock, watching the men at 
work, when the timbers began to crack, 
and J. C. Childres.who was on the struc­ 
ture, seeing her danger, jumped to save 
her. The leap was to death, for as he 
wreckage fell upon them, and both were 
buried. 
Chlldres was the foreman of 
the bridge gang. As soon as possible a 
wrecking train came down from Den­ 
ver. Physicians and surgeons were hur­ 
ried from Colorado Springs, and all that 
was possible was done for the injured 
and dying. 
Twenty minutes before the accident 
occurred the Midland passenger train 
crossed the structure. 
There was no 
sign then of weakness, and the cause of 
the accident is inexplicable. It is one of 
those that seldom occur and cannot be 
explained. 
It is thought by some that there are 
bodies still under the wreckage that 
have not been accounted for, and this, 
of course, would increase the death list. 
W hether this be so or not, It is mot 
known at present. 
The wreckage is 
piled up thirty feet high and it will be 
two days at least before the bridge and 
track can be repaired and traffic re­ 
sumed over the structure.

W ere 
Slain by Indiana and the Finding of 
the Bones Leads a Doctor W ith a 
Historical H ankering to W rite Here 
for Facts. 


A message from the blood-soaked 
an te w ar tim e days in th e far west, 
cam e to Chauncey K. M iltim ore yes­ 
terday and told a story th a t a dime 
novelist could w ork up into a th rill­ 
ing tale. 
The message was w ritten 
on a postal card and was in the form 
of a request for inform ation. 
Many years ago a fam ily of M ilti­ 
m ores w ent from th e E ast to K ansas 
and took up governm ent land. 
At 
th a t tim e th e Sioux ruled th a t p art of 
the country, b ut th e M iltimores got 
along w ith them , for a tim e, w ithout 
a jar. 
One day, ^however, Mr. M ilti­ 
more did som ething to enrage them . 
T hen there came a change, and in the 
dead of night, the painted savages de­ 
scended upon the home.

Boy Came to Janesville. 
A fter m aking his escape, th e story

T he butchery faded from 
the public memory and soon it was 
entirely forgotten.
